The Wheeling & Lake,Erie railroad 
s asked to pay »10,OoO for the death of 
Frank Doyle who went down with his 
engine into the great; hole near tue 
Chestnut street crossing early on the 
morning of Aug. 24,1900. 
The petition was filed by John Jas- 
ier, of. Cleveland, administrator of 
Doyle's estate. .,He says he was ap- 
>ointed by the probate court of Cuy- 
loga county Sept. 13. Doyle left a 
widow and two children who were de- 
pendent upon him for support. They 
now reside in Cleveland. 
The petition says Doyle was engin- 
eer of the-freight train bound from 
Cleveland to Zanesville. Through the 
carelessness and n« gleet of the com- 
pany, it says, the track was in an un- 
safe and dangerous condition, and by 
the exercise of care could have known 
and in >fact: did know pf .the dangerous 
condition of the track before^the acci- 
dent. The road was built oh a bank 
of tine sand 
and " gravel 
which 
would give way in case of heavy rain. 
[t is built close to a gravel pit 40 feet 
deep, and so constructed that in a 
heavy rain a reservoir would be form- 
ed. The only outlet to this was a 
small tile placed too high on the road- 
bed to drain off the water until the 
eservoir was formed. 
Jaster claims that the company was 
negligent because it did not have a 
rule providing for the patrolling of the 
track at all times and especially in 
ime of heavy rain.

Exceeded Its Authority

IN ADOPTING RECOMMENDATION 


After It Had lefiiici *o Act M tie Disputed 


Ballots Cast f*rJKmtt or Bluer 


la tht Fowth. 


After almost two weeks of waiting 
tbe election board has passed oa the 
two . disputed 
ballots cast in the 
Fourth precinct. George A. Hay, W. 
M. Smith and Robert Speck decided 
they had no jurisdiction to pass on 
the- 
bailout, 
but- 
recommended 
to 
Clerk 
Wagner how he should 
couut them. Charles Stipes the other 
member of the board refused to vote 
on the ground that if it had no au- 
thority to pass on the ballots it had 
no right to instruct the clerk. 
Tbe meeting was held Saturday 
evening in the office of Clerk McDow- 
ell and was not the most pleasant 
gathering imaginable. George A. Hay 
presided and all members were pres- 
ent., , 
, 


• Twenty-seven Democratic ballots 
had come in from Crawford township. 
The Republicans had no ticket in the 
field -'but the names of candidates 
were" written on the Democratic 
side. The board threw them out, de- 
ciding-lt could not ascertain the iu- 
tent of the voter. 
Then' came the question of tbe 
doubtful ballots cast in the Fourth 
precinct. It was brought put by 
Smith who had a neatly folded type- 
written statement ol some sort in -his 
hand. This was submitted. 
It fol- 
lows:- 
, Jf.JT- Wagoner, clerk of the Incor- 
porated Village of Coshoetoa,O. 
Sir: 
Enclosed herewith you will find the 
two ballots transmitted to us by the 
election officers of Precinct No. 4 in 
said village, cast at the last April 
election held in said village, as bal- 
lots "concerning the legality of which 
there was doubt and difference of 
opinion in the minds of the judges of 
said election," as to whether or not 
sucb ballots should be counted in such 
election, 
and 
J the 
statement 


of 
said 
judges, 
as 
required 
by 
law 
that 
said 
ballots 
had not been counted for any' candi- 
date at sucn election. 
It is the opinion of this board that 
we have nothing to do with passing on 
the question ot whether or not these 
ballots should be counted in determ- 
ining to whom your certificate of elec- 
tion should be issued, as this matter 
is by law left with you alone, but as 
thereiteems to be-some difference of 
opinion on the subject and as it is de- 
sired." that this matter be brought to 
as speedy a conclusion as possible we 
will say that after a careful examina- 
tion and canvass of said two votes 
we are^of the opinion that said two 
votes sbu uld be counted as follows, 
and should it be found we have such 
authority our finding is that to the 
vote of each ^candidate in such pre- 
yinct there should'be added the fol- 
lowing votes:

To Joseph L. McDowell for solicitor 
one vote; to Seth C. Duncan for solic- 
itor one vote; to M. W. McNaughton 
for councilman two votes; to L. B. 
Barcrof t for councilman one vote; to

vote: to E. J. Kuntz for council- 
man none ; vote; to John C. Metrell 
for councilman one vote; to Joseph 
Keagy for water works trustee two 
votes; to John J. Rose for cemetery 
trustee one vote; to M. S. Trovinger 
for cemetery trustee one vote.

Vessels 
arriving at Taku from Nagasaki re- 
port the mobilization of the Japanese 
fleet and the continuance of prepara 
tions on board ship for the anticipated 
struggle. 
The Japanese minister, accompanied 


by General Yamaguchi. the Japanese 
commander, recently called on Prince 
Ching and notified him that the return 
of Emperor Kwang Su to Peking was 
urgently desired. It was pointed out 
to the Chinese plenipotentiary that 
the emperor's return was of the high- 
est possible importance as affecting 
the maintenance of the integrity of 
the Chinese empire, and that he should 
come accompanied by every available 
Chinese soldier, by at least 20.000 men 
if possible. These troops, it was fur- 
ther contended by the Japanese min- 
ister, must be sent into Manchuria, as 
the Russians reported great disturb- 
ances there, and it was not right that 
the task of quelling the trouble should 
be thrown upon the shoulders of one 
nation. Finally Prince Ching was as- 
sured: that, it the 
20,000. Chinese 


troops could not suppress the disor- 
ders in Manchuria, other powers would 
send an international force to co-oper- 
ate with Cliiaa. which all the powers 
regarded as a friendly power. Mo re- 
ply having been received to this com- 
munication, Li Hung Chang was noti- 
fied to the same effect, and told that 
Emperor. K'.vang Su must give an im- 
mediate answer. 


Fringe Ching says all his reports 


go. to show that the missionary state- 
ments regarding a rebellion in Mon- 
golia are not supported by the facts.

To their 
surprise their attorney, a St. Paul 
(Minn.) man, did not appear. It was 
a disappointment to those who had 
traveled hundreds of miles. The dis- 
gust of the attendants reached a cli 
max when it was shown that the TJiiit- 
ed States attorney for the Maryland 
district, in which the estate is alleged 
to be located, had repeatedly stated 
.that no estate existed in Maryland.

Lisbon. April 15.—Among the Boer

He was 
captured by the British, but released 
as aa American on promising not to 
fight again.
